Canadians  1  tie  quickening  of  the 
business  pulse  that  resulted  from 
Mi.  h  iiivcstm.  Jits  star-ed  the  Cana- 
dians io  buy  junior  .securities  and 
allow  the  senior  is.. lies,  whether  gov- 
crnincnt  or  corporate,  to  be  inar- 
l.eti'd  abroad 

"The  trend  is  clearly  illustrated 
b\  (  anaduwi  imam  mc,  in  thLs 
market  Ul  ,[..-  )a,it  twelve  months 
ended  I  >.  embi  i  1 .  and  m  the  lirst 
( leven  niontlu:  of  tblS  ytar  The 
Dominion  ltsoli  did  not  borrow 
here.  in  fact,  it  did  no  public 
financing  in  1927.  but  got  $45,000,000 
privately.  Canada,  however,  did 
guarantee  loanj  floated  faMI  bf  the 
Canadian  National  Railways. 

"Provinces  and  municipalities  of 
the  Dominion  came  to  this  martot, 
partly  because  of  cheaper  money 
rates  than  the  British  tax  makes 
possible  in  London  now.  for  $144,- 
237.500  in  Uie  last  twelve  months, 
while  corporations  received  $293,- 
385,000  Within  this  period  Canada 
sold  *437.622.500  bonds  here,  or 
twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  foreign 
loans  marketed  in  New  York.  She 
borrowed  $91,262,000  or  twenty  per 
cent  of  the  total  for  the  develop- 
ment of  public  utillUes;  $80,000,000 
or  eighteen  per  cent  for  railways, 
and  $22,225,000  or  five  per  cent  for 
pulp  and  paper  mills.  The  ability 
of  Canadian  corporations,  however, 
to  sell  stocks  and  debentures  within 
their  own  provinces,  or  country,  has 
lowered  the  amount  of  corporate 
financing  abroad. 

"Canadian  bankers  expect  to  see 
further  sales  of  stock  at  home,  and 
predict  that  as  soon  as  Oreat 
Britain  reduces  taxes,  some  of  the 
bond    flotations   here    will   go  to

AS  SHIP  GOES  ASHORE ; 
PASSENGERS  ARE  SAVED

and  the  women  and  children  de- 
scended, followed  by  the  men  and 
orew.  Drenched  and  frozen  by  the 
cold  the  passengers  were  "stowed 
away"  In  the  fish  holds  of  the  Ex- 
plorer and  taken  to  Campbell  River, 
ten  miles  away,  where  the  waiting 
populace  lavished  upon  them  all 
hospitality  at  their  command. 

It  is  understood  the  passengers 
for  Alaska  will  resume  their  journey 
north  on  the  Alameda,  leaving 
Seattle  Saturday. 

CAMPELL  RIVER.  B.  C.  D#c  12. 

In  lOte  bitterness  of  an  icy  cold 
rar.Urly  gale  and  blinding  snow- 
storm, all  cf  the  112  passengers  and 
part  of  the  crew  of  the  steamer 
Northwestern,  which  ran  aground 
near  here,  yesterday  morning,  were 
brought  ashore  safely  at  Campbell 
River  on  the  halibut  schooner  Ex- 
plorer yesterday  afternoon. 

Captain  J.  Livingston  was  p raised 
by  everyone  for  the  masterful  way 
In  which  he  had  handled  Uie  seri- 
ous situation. 

The  vessel,  which  was  north- 
bound from  Seattle  to  Alaska  ports, 
crashed  on  the  rocks  at  Cape 
Mudge.  ten  miles  southeast  of 
Campbell  River,  shortly  before  5 
am.  yesterday  in  a  blinding  snow- 
storm. Alaskans  formed  a  majority 
of  the  passengers. 

HEROINE 

Mrs.  Jane  Warner,  stewardess, 
was  the  heroine  of  the  rescue  when 
she  awakened  the  passengers  im- 
mediately after  the  ship  had  hit 
the  bottom.  8he  walked  calmly 
about  the  decks  and  quietly  in- 
formed the  occupants  of  the  cabins 
the  vessel  was  aground,  but  In  no 
immediate  danger 

Edward  O  Morrissey.  publisher 
of  The  Chronicle  at  Ketchikan, 
Alaska  and  Associated  Press  corre- 
spondent, one  of  the  passengers, 
gave  a  vivid  account  of  the  wreck 

"A  few  minutes  before  5  o'clock 
this  morning  the  passengers  on 
board  the  Northwestern  were 
aroused  by  the  voice  of  Mrs.  Jane 
Warner,  stewardess,"  declared  Mor- 
rlsEcy  She  walked  calmly  about 
the  decks,  rapping  on  each  door 
nnd  telling  the  people  to  arLse  and 
dress  hurriedly.  She  said  we  were 
aground,  but  stated  there  was  no 
immediate  danger.  The  passengers 
rushed  on  deck  and  at  first  did  not 
realize    how   serious   the  situation

"It  was  nearly  noon  by  the  time 
aU  the  boats  were  lowered  into  the 
water.  The  sea  at  that  time  was 
washing  the  upper  decks.  For- 
tunately the  halibut  schooner  Ex- 
plorer, of  Juneau.  Alaska,  was  go- 
ing by.  The  skipper  of  the  Ex- 
plorer said  he  had  remarked  to  one 
of  Ills  men  that  he  thought  the 
Northwestern  was  considerably  oil 
its  course  and  decided  to  Investi- 
gate. When  he  came  alongside, 
after  making  a  masterful  landing 
in  the  raging  storm,  he  said  he 
could  take  all  the  passengers  and 
baggage  and  some  of  the  crew  to 
Campbell  River.  This  he  did.  and 
we  were  all  comfortably  quartered 
at  the  Willows  Hotel. 

"The  Explorer  returned  to  the 
ship  to  get  the  balance  of  the  crew 
Many  of  the  passengers  believe  the 
Northwestern  will  have  to  be 
abandoned,  being  of  the  opinion 
it  will  probably  be  a  total  loss. 
CATTLE  SHOT 

"Many  of  the  cattle  on  board  th' 
vessel  being  shipped  to  the  Pai 
North  were  shot  early  in  the  morn- 
ing as  they  were  drowning  in  Uie 
on-rushlng  water  which  came 
through  a  hole  torn  In  the  boat. 
In  order  that  the  passengers  might 
not  become  alarmed  at  the  shoot- 
ing, an  attendant  went  about  the 
ship  beforeliand  telling  the  pas- 
sengers what  to  expect. 

"Most  of  the  freight  has  been 
ruined  as  all  the  lower  decks  are 
awash." 

"Purser  Kelly  took  charge  of  the 
first  party  landing  at  Campbell 
River."  Morrlssey  related.  "The 
stewards  of  the  Northwestern  took 
over  the  kitchen  of  the  hotel.  This 
is  a  Summer  resort  with  only  a 
few  guests  during  the  Winter. 
mi  win 

"The  passengers  were  apparently 
all  well,  but  extremely  fatigued 
from  the  long  cold  hours  in  the 
storm. 

"Shortly  after  all  the  passengers 
were  on  deck  the  captain  sent  word 
for  everyone  to  put  on  life  pre- 
servers and  to  be  prepared  for  any 
eventually.  And  in  this  way  they 
paced  the  deck  or  stood  in  anxious 
groups  until  they  were  removed  to 
Uie  Explorer. 

"About  2:30  o'clock  Sunday  after- 
noon Uie  sea  was  so  rough  Uiat 
none  of  Uie  passengers  could  re- 
main on  Uie  deck  of  the  halibut 
boat.,  and  as  mere  was  not  room 
for  them  in  Uie  crew's  quarters, 
they  were  stowed  away  In  the  hold 
usually  used  for  fish.  The  odor  of 
the  succulent  sea  food  had  it*  effect 
on  some  of  Uie  women  passengers.

Throughout  the  whole  affair  the 
most  remarkable  thing  was  the 
fortitude  of  the  women  Never 
once  was  there  any  Indication  of 
hysteria."

Alaska,  and  way  port.s  The  veasel 
was  valued  at.  $750,000  and  fully

The  Vancouver  Drydock  and 
Salvage  Companv.  dispatched  three 
tugs,  the  Cape  Scott.  Uie  Kkookum

clear  of  water.  Outside  we  found 
stanchions  ordinarily  three  Inches 
in  diameter  were  over  a  foot  in 
diameter  with  Ice.  and  we  had  to 
hack  a  way  through  In  the  passage- 
way to  the  deck,  then  a  way  had 
to  be  cut  into  the  crew's  quarters.

"Amidst  the  miseries  and  anxieties 
of  the  crew.  William  Johnston,  an 
oiler,  was  attacked  with  pain  which 
hr  feared  was  caused  by  appendi- 
citis, and  had  to  be  tended  with  hot 
(loth,  heated  on  an  oil  stove,  nearly 
all  the  time  cf  our  confinement  in 
the  forepart  of  the  ship.  All  avail- 
able remedies  were  applied  to  al- 
leviate the  pain  Saturday  morning 
a  yawl  boat,  brought  JQy  bobsled 
seventeen  miles  from  South  Bay 
lighthouse,  arrived,  and  Johnston 
was  sent  back  on  her.  The  whistles 
if  two  steamer?  were  heard  Satur- 
lay  morning,  but.  due  to  the  fog, 
we  did  not  *5e  any  sign  of  them. 

"Sunday  morning  the  sea  was  still 
calm  enough  to  walk  the  decks.  Be- 
fore the  day  broke  lights  of  the 
General  were  seen,  and  with  day- 
light the  smoke  and  hulls  of  the 
Strathbogie  p.nd  Oencral  were  ob- 
served from  opposite  directions.  The 
General  came  along  about  one. 
oclock  with  the  welcome  news  that 
it  had  been  sent  to  take  us  ashore." 


Train  Leave*  T rack 


SEATTLE.  Dec.  12.— The  west- 
bound Olympian,  passenger  train 
of  the  Chicago.  Milwaukee  &  St. 
Paul  Railway,  went  off  the  tracks 
thirty  miles  east  cf  Seattle  tonight. 
A  mail  clerk  and  an  express  mes- 
senger were  reported  seriously  In- 
jured when  the  baggage  car  tele- 
scoped on  the  partly  overturned 
locomotive. 

The  accident  occurred  when  the 
locomotive  struck  a  rock,  railroad 
officials  here  said.  The  train,  en 
route  from  Chicago  to  Beattle,  car- 
ried sixty-five  passengers,  none  of 
whom  was  reported  injured.

IN  TRAINING  DOG 


Champion  Mu»her  of 
ol  Breaking 
I  la  mens 


Emllc  Kt  tioddard.  musher  of 
frozen  trails  who  i«  entered  Ul  the 
Laurentian  Huskle  Dog  Derby  to 
run  from  Nonilnlgue  to  Montreal  In 
February,  has  this  to  say  on  the 
art  of  breakmg  dugs  to  harneas 

"Patience  in  handling  and  condi- 
tioning huskies  Is  the  first  requisite 
of  Uie  trainer  And  after  that  an 
understanding  of  canine  nature.'' 
declared  thLs  modest,  athletic  young 
mun  from  The  Pas.  who  is  the  rec- 
ognized champion  dog  driver  of  the 
world. 

"Every  trainer  has  his  own  indi- 
vidual methods,  he  continued,  "but 
I  find  that  there  are  fundamental 
principles  bused  on  observation  and 
experience  that  all  must  follow  to 
Ket  the  best  results 

"Youiik  do*!s  *ic  u.siially  drilled  in 
company  w  nh  old  steady  campaign- 
ers A  seusoncd,  well-trained  leadei 
is  ot  invaluable  aid  m  breaking  law 
iccruiLs  to  harness 

••'Hie  antics  excited  cries  and 
acrobats  ot  temperamental  yoimc 
sters  lull  to  move  the  veteran  lead 
dog  Like  a  lock  he  ls  immobile, 
deaf  to  all  appeals  He  knows  ex- 
actly what  is  t""Ut  "ii,  and  his 
loyally  !••  wl'h  is  mayter  He  ne.ci 
takes  advantage  ot  any  confusion  in 
the  rank'    o!  train    nevci  boi!,> 

or  tangles  Uie  traces,  and  If  the 
newcomer  In  harness  proves  intract- 
able or  learn  to>,  slovsh,  he  is  likely 
to  incur  the  grim  veteran's  dl 
pleasure  and  to  fe,  1  the  weight  of 
his  wrath  m  a  sudden  a»!u«  k  and  a 
powerful  shaking.  . 

"A  dog  under  a  year  old,  or  that 
has  developed  lowlv  in  a  phvsfii! 
wav  should  not  he  used  tor  ra.  itik 
or  heavy  portOfO  work;  they  lack 
ftattotaft  and  maturity."  8t.  Goddard 
replied  in  answer  to  a  query.  "But." 
ho  added.  "It  ls  not  a  bad  Idea  to 
let  young  pups  follow  a  dog  team  dn 
short  runs.  They  seem  to  enjoy  the 
sport,  and  in  this  way  they  uncon- 
sciously adapt  themselves  to  the  life 
of  the  trail,  and  the  following  Win- 
ter take  to  It  naturally,  and  are 
easily  broken. 

"It  ls  neceasary.  also,  as  a  pre- 
liminary move  in  training  young 
dogs,  to  chain  them  for  short  dally 
periods  in  order  to  let  them  get 
accustomed  to  the  checking  action 
of  the  lead  rope,  and  to  have  them 
realize  and  respect  their  master's 
authoritv.

"The  first  time  a  youngster  finds 
himself  at  the  end  of  a  chain  he  is 
frightened  and  rebellious,  and  will 
resort  to  vocal  protests  and  frOMiad 
actions  to  free  himself  In  a  day  or 
two.  however,  he  quiets  down,  ac- 
cepts his  chain  with  resignation  and 
philosophy,  and  can  now  be  taken 
out  on  a  leash  by  his  master. 

"But  the  leashed  dog's  conduct 
will  be  far  from  exemplary.  He  will 
try  to  bolt  the  first  thing,  and  when 
he  Ls  checked  he  will  promptly  lie 
down,  or  lag  behind,  or  get  tangled 
up  In  his  master's  legs. 

"At  this  stage  the  virtues  of 
patience  and  understanding  must  be 
practised  by  the  harassed  trainer. 
H  ie  new  dog  ls  scared  and  perplexed 
and  nervous.  No  good  shouting  at 
him.  pulling  htm  about  rounhlv 
8peak  to  him  kindly,  encouragingly, 
pot  him.  take  your  time.  Manoeuvre 
quietly  behind  your  pupil  and  call 
upon  him  to  'Marche'l 

"Gradually  his  nervousness  will 
disappear,  he  will  understand  what's 
wanted,  and  soon  will  follow  a 
beaten  trail  as  unswervingly  as  the 
seasoned  leader. 

"He  is  now  ready  to  be  harnessed 
alongside  his  team-mates;  there 
again  the  change  may  excite  and 
confuse  him.  But  if  he  has  been 
well  broken  to  the  leash,  his  master 
keeps  his  head,  makes  allowances 
for  youth,  and  Is  patient,  yet  firm, 
he  will  win  out  and  In  a  day  or  two 
he  will  have  the  pleasure  of  seeing 
his  new  scholar  trotting  along  In 
harness  as  unconcerned  as  the  post- 
graduate at  the  head  of  the  train. 

"I  have  broken  hundreds  of  dogs, 
young  and  old.  to  Uie  sledge."  the 
youthful  musher  said  with  a  remi- 
niscent smile,  "and  I  have  never 
found  one  yet  that  didn't  respond 
to  Uie  above  training  system."

"But  how  about  the  whip?"  the 
interviewer  asked.  "I  have  heard 
that  it  Is  necessary  to  administer 
the  rawhide  In  large  doses  in  train- 
ing huskies." 

St.  Goddard  frowned.  "That's  a 
canard!"  he  replied  emphatically 
"To  whip  a  dog  Is  Just  about  the 
worst  way  to  train  him.  You  make 
him  afraid:  he  will  fear  his  master 
and  will  cower  and  hide  at  the  first 
sight  of  the  hameas 

"In  times  of  gold  rushes  and  other 
excitement,  when  amateur  prospec- 
tors crowd  the  frozen  trail  with 
nondescript  dog  teams,  then  there 
ls  no  doubt  but  that  these  poor 
animals  are  subjected  to  harsh 
measures  at  the  hands  of  Ignorant, 
impatient  handlers. 

"But.  dog  whipping  is  never  resort- 
ed to  theae  days  in  breaking  hus- 
to    harness    by  experienced 
they  have  found  better,

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WHAT  IS  EDUCATION? 


"Don't  you  think  you  are  over-educating  here?" 
asked  one  of  the  party  of  newspaper  men  who  toured 
Canada  recently,  when  he  was  told  of  the  number  of 
students  attending  McCjill  University,  and  of  the 
huge  sums  of  money  spent  on  education  by  the  gov- 
ernments and  municipalities  of  Canada.  The  late 
Premier  Oliver,  keenly  interested  in  education  as  he 
was,  more  than  once  brought  up  the  matter  of  the  cost 
of  education  to  this  province  in  the  House,  and  there 
is  scarcely  a  newspaper  of  note  m  the  Dominion 
which  does  not  habitually  cpjery  the  cost  of  educat- 
ing the  rising  generation.  One  influential  journal  re- 
cently quoted  1  lerbert  Spencer's  definition  of  educa- 
tion —  "a  preparation  for  complete  living"  —  and 
suggested  that  this  definition  could  not  be  correctly 
applied  to  Canada's  present  educational  system, 
"becaiise  Canada  is  devoting  too  much  attention  to 
impractical  scientific  training,  and  is.  in  fact,  laying 
out  millions  every  year  to  educate  her  young  men 
and  women  for  the  up  building  of  another  country." 

Herbert  Spencer's  definition  is  by  no  means  the 
last  word  on  education.  We  have  travelled  some 
distance  since  it  was  promulgated,  and  our  views 
have  modified  somewhat.  Spencer's  use  of  the  word 
"preparation"  suggests  that  in  his  opinion  there  is  a 
point  where  education  is  complete.  This  is  not  now 
admitted.  F.ducation  goes  on  while  life  lasts.  In 
fact  James  Harvey  Robinson,  a  distinguished  Ameri- 
can psychologist  and  writer,  has  recently  defined 
education  as  "another  name  for  man's  life,  so  far  as 
it  is  really  human  and  not  animal  and  vegetative  " 
"It  is  the  outcome  of  experience  in  all  its  incredible 
variety."  he  continues.  "Hope  and  fear,  joy  and  sor- 
row, success  and  frustration,  sympathy  and  resent 
ment  are  our  teachers;  they  never  shirk  their  tasks 
nor  fail  in  their  influence.  They  smile  and  frown, 
encourage  and  reprove  from  the  cradle  to  the  grave 
Like  other  teachers,  they  are  often  bungling  and 
perverse,  cruel  and  unfair,  breeding  lethargy  and 
de«pair  as  well  as  new  power  and  insight.  Compared 
to  them  the  teachers  of  the  classroom  sink  into  a 
wrnndary  place."

Hon.  Dr.  MacLean.  who  sue 
Hon.  John  Oliver  aa  Pre- 
mier, does  not  wholly  approve  of 
the  Marketing  Act  either.  He  says 
the  Act  should  be  amended  In  some 
respects  and  strengthened  in  at 
least  one  respect.

That  is  the  interesting  local  fea- 
ture of  the  political  situation.  But 
a  more  interesting  feature  of  the 
political  situation  at  large  is  that 
the  Free  Trade  Government  at  Ot- 
tawa may  be)  Imght  Into  conflict 
with  the  Free  Trade  Oovernment  at 
Victoria  At  the  time  the  measure 
was  adopted  we  pointed  out  that  if 
;on  from  alleged  unfair  in- 
ternal competition  was  desirable 
protection  from  established  ex- 
ternal competition  should  be  even 
more  desirable  The  chairman  of 
the  Dominion  Tariff  Advisory 
Committee  seems  to  think  that  is  a 
sound  position,  although  being  an 
officer  of  an  administration  which 
professes  adherence  to  Free  Trade 
principles,  he  does  not  bluntly  put 
the  case  in  tliat  way.  The  chair- 
man of  the  Tariff  AdvLspry  Com- 
mittee, when  the  matter  was  laid 
before  the  Committee,  said:

"You  have  undertaken  In  Brit- 
ish Columbia  to  annihilate  dom- 
estic competition,  and  to  regulate 
production,  and  since  you  have 
undertaken  to  do  these  things  it 
will  be  our  duty  to  report.

"The  Horticultural  Association 
has  asked  for  an  increase  in  the 
duty  on  fruit  and  vegetables,  and 
in  every  argument  they  have  said 
that  competition  would  protect  the 
consumer.  What  one  must  take 
into  account  is  the  effect  of  the 
legislation  Itself.  It  is  not  volun- 
tary co-operation.  It  is  a  regula- 
tion of  production  enforced  by  fine 
and  imprisonment.  It  Is  not  such 
a  combination  aa  we  often  see 
among  manufacturers,  which  is 
voluntary.  It  is  a  most  unusual 
thing,  and  if  you.  in  your  attempt 
to  regulate  prices  in  other  Prov- 
inces, are  made  the  subject  of  re- 
taliation, then  we  have  entered 
upon  a  new  stage  in  the  social  and 
economic  life  of  this  country."

We  therefore  submit  that  when 
a  body  representing  the  Dominion 
Oovernment  thus  challenges  the 
legislation  paaaed  by  our  Provincial 
Legislature  in  defiance  of  the 
opinion  of  a  former  leader  of  that 
Legislature,  and  presumably  also  in 
defiance  of  the  views  of  one  who 
will  be  the  leader  of  that  Legis- 
lature, the  matter  is  of  more  than 
ordinary  political  interest.  The 
question  is  not  a  question  of 
whether  the  legislation  is  good 
legislation  or  bad  legislation.

If  the  principle  of  compulsory 
"co-operation"  la  sound,  it  would 
be  interesting  to  see  an  attempt 
made  to  apply  it  to  other  Indus- 
tries as  weU  as  to  the  horticultural 
and  agricultural  industries.  We 
should  like  to  see  an  attempt  made 
to  apply  it  to  the  newspaper  In- 
dustry, for  the  newspaper  and 
printing  Industries  of  Vancouver 
Island  are  confronted  every  day 
with  what  they  consider  unfair 
competition.  But  even  if  all  the 
newspapers  of  the  Province  were 
compelled  to  co-operate  and  to  sell 
their  output  at  common  rates  and 
the  factor  of  internal  competition 
were  thus  removed,  the  factor  of 
external  competition  would  still  re- 
main, for  large  numbers  of  United 
States  newspapers  arc  sold 
throughout  the  Lsland. 

Experiences  on  the 
If  est   (  oast    I'm: I 

By  W    O    H.  ELLISON 

Thirty-five  years  ago  it  fell  lo  my 
lot  to  gather  experience  on  the  West 
Coast  traU.  now  a  proposed  road  on 
the  West  Coast  of  Vancouver  Island 
This  country  bore  the  reputation 
then  of  being  the  hardest  country  to 
travel  in  of  any  in  British  Columbia. 
The  windfalls  of  timber,  the  salal 
Jungle  along  the  coast,  almost 
tropical  In  its  growth,  made  it  almost 
inaccesible.  It  haa  not  lost  its  repu- 
tation bv  hearsay. 

The  Dominion  Oovernment  first 
built  an  Indian  trail  along  the  tele- 
graph wire,  ostensibly  for  life-saving 
purposes,  but  the  wire  was  mostly 
down  when  moat  needed.  The  life- 
saving  hut*  were  frequently  raided 
by  Indians  or  those  in  need  of  food; 
and  the  line  had  been  built  through 
the  hardest  part  of  the  country, 
which  since  has  been  changed  en- 
tirely and  re-built  along  the  coast 
line.  A  very  reasonable  footpath 
now  runs  along  the  whole  coast  line, 
atone  v  hlch  U  II  PT  pOI  id  MM 
a  good  motor  road  for  tourists. 

In  those  early  days  the  only  safe 
means  of  transit  was  the  monthly 
steamer,  which  carried  the  mail,  or 
by  Indian  canoes.  Both  means  were 
rather  hazardous.  If  you  missed  the 
steamer  at  any  port  of  call,  and  she 
did  not  always  stop,  you  would  have 
to  wait  a  month,  and  possibly  miss 
it  again  One  lone  traveller  spent  a 
Winter  trying  to  catch  a  steamer, 
and  then  started  to  walk  to  Victoria 
If  a  man  carried  more  than  his  food 
he  would  probably  have  to  leave  part 
of  his  belongings  on  the  trail.  Such 
was  the  condition  of  things  in  the 
earlv  days.  The  prospects  of  a  rich 
country  were  ruined  and  caused  the 
outcry  for  a  road  which  the  Oovern- 
ment for  one  reason  and  another 
have  been  very  loath  to  even  at- 
tempt, except  as  a  political  Job  at 
election  time 

A  NATIONAL  PARK 

A  suggestion  has  been  made  by 
Dr.  Sutherland,  of  the  Public  Works 
Department,  that  a  part  of  this 
country  between  Jordon  River  and 
Renfrew  should  be  turned  into  a 
National  Park  Perhaps  no  better 
use  can  be  made  of  this  coast  line 
especially  from  the  Sombrlo  River 
to  the  harbor  of  San  Juan,  one  of 
the  finest  harbors  on  Vancouver 
totallv  unfit  for  cultivation,  and  is 
Island  This  r-erMon  of  country  Is 
probably  the  wildest  part  of  Van- 
couver Island  Most  of  the  timber 
is  knotty  and  useless  along  the 
coast,  and  almost  inaccessible  bv 
land  or  sea.  It  is  only  the  vaUev 
of  the  San  Juan  that  contains  any 
agricultural  land  worth  having 

The  neighborhood  of  the  Som- 
brlo River  has  been  known  to  the 
Tnd'ans  as  the  warmest  part  of  the 
|  Island,  and.  to  1ud«e  from  the  vege- 
tation. It  is  almost  tropical.  No 
I  snow'  falls  along  this  section  of  eoaat 
line  and  in  beauty  of  view  it  rivals 
th«>  Italian  Riviera  It  is  the  tocallty 
where  all  the  Fmall  birds  of  migra- 
tion first  take  refuge  in  the  Spring 
The  finches  come  In  January  and 
the  hommtna  birds  are  first  seen  on 
the  Island  and  build  their  nests 
there  In  May. 

The  student*  of  the  University  of 


I  Minneapolis,  headed  by  severai  of 
I  their  professors,  built  a  log  camp, 
i  with  lecture  room  and  dormitories 
|  at  the  head  of  the  harbor  of  San 
Juan.  The  students  discovered  from 
the  algoa  and  sea  drift    that  the 
Japan   Current   first   strikes  this 
coast  in  this  section    of  country, 
which  accounts  for  the  warmth  in 
Winter,  and  there  are  more  varieties 
in  Nature  than  in  any  part  of  the 
Island. 

It  seems  a  pity  that  the  authori- 
ties of  the  University  of  British 
Columbia  have  not  kept  this  minia- 
ture university  going,  and  retained 
it  as  a  Summer  camp.  The  build- 
ings are  now  tropically  overgrown, 
and  it  stands  a  ruin,  like  many  other 
places  in  Renfrew.  If  the  students 
of  a  foreign  University  a  thousand 
miles  away  could  come  here  regu- 
larly in  8ummer  for  some  years, 
with  the  objects  of  study  and 
health,  it  was  worth  a  consideration 
to  keep  it  going.

The  answer  to  this  question  and 
many  others  in  the  district  Is  "No 
road."  Now  an  effort  is  being  made 
to  push  this  matter  forward  which 
has  been  waiting  forty  years.  It 
seems  the  tourist  question  of  a 
motor  road  is  going  to  accomplish 
what  neither  shipwrecks,  settlers, 
nor  the  economic  value  of  mines, 
timber  and  fisheries,  have  been  able 
to  do. 

At  the  Sombrlo  River  one  enter- 
prising Victorian  spent  $50,000  In  a 
gold  mine  venture.  The  logging  In- 
dustry with  a  railway  up  the  valley 
of  the  San  Juan  has  been 
fcolng  on  for  twenty-five  years,  and 
there  is  no  way  of  access  In  or  out 
except  bv  the  mail  steamer,  till  re- 
cently three  t^mes  a  month. 

If  this  district  were  turned  into 
a  National  Park  it  would  without 
doubt  be  the  most  attractive  place 
on  the  Coast  for  tourists  to  visit 
and  see  the  wild  conditions  of  sea 
and  land,  as  well  as  to  study  natural 
obleets.  for  which  this  district  Is 
noted. 

In  California,  at  Catallna  Is- 
land, many  years  ago.  herds  of 
goats  were  turned  loose  to  multiply 
In  the  mountains,  and  the  latter 
were  reserved  as  a  game  preserve. 
This  year  this  district,  similar  to 
the  one  sugcested  on  Vancouver 
Tsland  has  been  leased  by  the 
Oovernment  to  a  company  who  are 
building  a  mountain  hotel  for  tour- 
ists, and  the  main  attraction  is 
the  shooting  of  wild  goats,  which 
have  increased  In  large  numbers 
and  are  as  wild  as  deer. 

It  Is  well  known  that  the  goat 
will  rapidly  increase  under  game 
preservation,  and  will  give  greater 
sport  than  deer  hunting  The  goat, 
will  hold  its  own  against  both 
nanther  and  bear,  which  haunt  this 
locality,  and  "-hat  Is  more,  will  keen 
do«Ti  the  tropical  vegetation,  which 
rapldfv  covers  any  neglerted  district 
or  roads.  A  few  pet  bears,  of  which 
there  are  one  or  two  alreadv  in  the 
dtsMet.  might  be  preserved  as  an 
additional  attraction.  especially 
*ba*l  they  vlatt  a  tourist  camp  at 
eventide. 

The  following  story  I  can  vooeh 
for  as  having  happened  In  this  dis- 
trict A  certain  traveller  was  be- 
lated at  night  on  the  trial,  and 
took  refuge  against  the  rain  in  a 
hollow  log  where  he  found  him- 
self drv  and  snug  as  he  thought 
for  the  night.  A  little  later  a  dark 
form  aPn*ared  af  the  mouth  of  the 
hollow  log;  there  was  no  exit  the 
oth»r  end  It  was  a  bear  who  also 
had  his  m">rters  in  the  log  Mv 
friend  cn"ted  as  far  as  he  could 
get.  and  left  his  pediments  to  fight 
the  bear  In  case  of  attack.  Fortu- 
nately the  bear  had  sunned,  and 
with  the  ds*"'i  took  his  d^narfure 
TJ"t  mv  friend  «*m  he  had  the  t'm* 
nf  Ms  life  all  n«i»ht.  and  Draved 
heartllv  that  h*  ^hf.  be  delivered 
from  bears  and  hollow  logs.

Alameda.  California:  "In  Wiscon- 
sin the  state  teachers'  retirement 
fund  had  in  1921  reached  such  a 
stage  that  only  twenty-three  cents 
could  be  paid  on  the  dollar  of  prom- 
ised benefits.  As  a  consequenre  the 
aged  schohl  teachers  were  faced  with 
the  tragedv  of  disappointment  and 
want  and  the  state  was  compelled  to 
a*  aside  lUJMUM  as  a  fund  in 
order  to  establish  the  fund  on  an 
actuarial  basis.  It  is  a  well-known 
fact  among  actuaries,  that  the  teach- 
ers' pension  fund  of  California,  to 
which  many  aged  teachers  of  that 
State  have  been  faithfully  mnt.rib- 
|  utlng  for  years,  Is  in  a  financially 
unsound  condition. 

"The  pension  funds  of  Troy.  Bos- 
ton. Indianapolis.  Cincinnati  and  of 
numerous  other  American  cities  up- 
on investigation,  were  found  to 
be  facing  deficits.  Many  commis- 
sions have  been  appointed  to  in- 
vestigate municipal  pension  systems 
throughout  the  United  States  The 
concensus  of  their  opinion  Is  found 
In  the  expression  of  the  New  York 
enmmittee  which  savs  'The  pension 
runds  in  municipalities  are  a  delu- 
sion and  a  snare  until  they  are 
placed  on  an  acluarial  basis  The 
Mayor  of  Tr  >y.  New  York,  states 
that  pension  funds  as  now  constitut- 
ed are  the  biggest  Jokes  in  munici- 
pal government.' 

"The  city  of  Alameda  has  recently 
had  an  experience  with  its  p-nslon 
funds  which  may  be  of  Interest  and 
of  value  to  other  municipalities.  In 
1922  It  was  realized  that  the  pension 
funds  of  the  citv  of  Alameda  were  In 
an  unsound  condition  As  in  the 
ease  of  the  pension  funds  of  prac- 
tically ah  other  cities  they  had  been 
established  many  rears  previously  in 
a  haphawrd  amateurish  way.  In-

Tuberculosis  can  be  cured  In  the 
great  majority  of  cases  if  it  is  dis- 
covered early,  but  if  not  found  until 
its  ravages  have  proceeded  in  the 
human  body  for  some  tune,  it  is 
hard  to  cure  at  all.  It  will  come 
a.s  a  surprise  to  most  people  to 
know  that  nearly  seventy  per  cent 
of  all  tuberculous  patients  admitted 
to  sanatoria  'or  treatment  are  found 
to  be  in  the  advanced  and  Incurable 
stage  of  the  disease  upon  admission 
the  great  need  therefore.  In  fighting 
tuberculosis  effectively  is  to  find  the 
patient  when  he  Is  in  the  curable 
stage  and  bring  him  under  treat- 
ment at  once.  In  other  words  one 
must  go  out  and  hunt  for  tuber- 
culosis, and  this  is  the  work  which 
the  bulk  of  the  proceeds  derived 
irtan  the  sale  oi  Christmas  seals  will 
nuance. 

The  only  active  agency  engaged  In 
tuberculosis  work  in  British  Colum- 
ula.  outside  oi  Vancouver,  is  the 
Tranquille  Tuberculosis  8oclety.  and 
it  Is  that  organization  which  is  sell- 
ing tuberculosis  Christmas  seals  at 
the  present  time.  The  public  Is 
Ueing  given  an  opportunity  to  make 
a  voluntary  contribution  to  the  anti- 
tuberculosis campaign  ol  which  tt 
should  take  the  fullest  advantage 
Every  cent  of  the  proceeds,  with  the 
exception  of  ten  per  cent,  which 
goes  to  the  Canadian  Tuberculosis 
Association  to  cover  the  cost  of  the 
seals  and  staUonery,  will  be  spent  in 
fighting  tuberculosis  in  this  prov- 
ince.

Industrial  and  Labor  Informa- 
tion, the  weekly  publication  of  the 
International  Labor  Office,  sum- 
marizes some  recent  Russian  docu- 
ments which  provide  valuable  in- 
formation concerning  the  present 
Industrial  situation  in  thr  Union  of 
Socialist  Soviet  Republics.  More 
than  two  million  workers  are  en- 
gaged in  state  industry.  In  the 
course  of  eighteen  months  ifrom 
October  1.  1925.  to  April.  1927>  the 
number  of  workers  thus  employed 
has  risen  by  nine  per  cent,  the  total 
gross  output  by  twenty-six  per 
cent,  the  average  individual  out- 
put by  twenty  per  cent,  and  nom- 
inal wages  by  fifteen  per  cent. 
During  the  same  period,  however, 
the  cost  of  living  increased  by  ten 
per  cent,  so  that  the  apparent  in- 
crease in  wages  should  be  reduced 
by  two-thirds. 

Production  is  nearing  the  pre- 
war level  so  far  as  the  textile  and 
oil  industries  are  concerned;  It  has 
even  slightly  exceeded  tlm  level  In 
the  coal  Industry.  On  the  other 
hand,  output  in  the  metal  lndustrv 
is  little  more  than  half  what  it 
was  in  1913. 

Despite  the  progress  realized  gen- 
erally, state  lndustrv  Is  faced  with 
the  need  for  a  further  intensifica- 
tion of  production  if  It  is  to  satisfy 
the  growing  requirements  of  the 
people.  "The  treat  problem,  the 
fundamental  problem  before  the 
U.8.8  R.  —  the  Industrialization  of 
the  country."  said  the  chairmen  of 
the  Superior  Council  of  National 
Economy  recently  'depends  en- 
tirely, and  will  continue  to  de- 
pend, upon  the  cost  of  production." 
In  the  opinion  of  the  officials  who 
manage  state  industry,  the  rea- 
sons for  the  high  cost  of  production 
are  the  high  prices  and  poor  quality 
of  raw  materials,  the  high  price 
of  building  materials;  the  increase 
in  various  charges,  and  especially 
in  railway  rates,  and  the  relatively 
high  cost  of  labor 

A    resolution    on   this  question 
adopted   by   the  Council  of  Labor 
and    I>fence    declares    that  the 
Superior  Council  of  National  Econ- 
omy must    insure    that    the  part 
represented   by   wages  In  costs  of 
production   falls   in   proportion  as 
the  Improvement  of  industrial  plant 
proceeds      The    Superior  Countil 
should  improve  the  organization  \f 
labor  in  the  undertaking*;  In  par- 
ticular, it  should  brinir  the  number 
of  workers  employed  down  to  the ' 
number  required   by  the  needs  of 
each    undertaking   and    the    pro-  1 
gramme  of   production,    it  should 
raise    the    limits    of    output  perl 
worker  in  accordance  with  the  fin* 
provements  effected  in  organization  ! 
and  rationalization,  etc ."

In  the  last  twpnty 
years  trade  in  furs  has  shown  a 
marked  increase  on  the  North 
American  continent  and  changes 
which  have  occurred,  due  to  the 
war.  have  been  commercially  ad- 
vantageous to  Canada  The  Eu- 
ropean fur  centres  of  pre-war  tiine^ 
no  longer  dominate,  as  strong  com- 
peting  nir  markets  have  been  es- 
tahlished  in  recent  years  at  Mont- 
real. Winnipeg,  Edmonton  and  Van 
couver.  in  Canada  and  at  New 
York  in  the  United  States  Millions 
of  dollars'  worth  of  furs  are  handled 
annually  nt  these  auctions,  which 
attract  buyers  from  all  parts  of  the 
world.

An  Important  Inquiry  Into  the 
methods  of  housing  statistics  Is 
shortly  to  be  issued  by  the  Interna- 
tional Labor  Office. 

The  urgent  need  for  more  houses 
has  led  many  countries  to  adopt 
i  hasty  rheasures  as  a  palliative  to  an 
|  intolerable  situation  Before  tlve  war 
in  most  countries  the  construction 
!  of  dwelling  houses  was  regarded  by 
the  competent  authorities  as  being 
exclusively  a  matter  for  private  en- 
terprise. When  governments  and 
municipal  authorities  were  led  to 
intervene  directly  in  the  question, 
they  endeavored  to  secure  accurate 
Information  on  which  to  base  their 
housing  policy.  The  inadequacy  of 
existing  statistics  and  the  difficulty 
of  making  use  of  them  lor  compara- 
tive purposes  then  became  apparent. 
It  was  for  this  reason  that  the  In- 
ternational Labor  Office  <  which  is- 
sued, three  years  ago.  a  remarkable 
study  on  "European  Housing  Prob- 
lems Since  the  War,  of  which  a  new 
edition  is  In  preparation!  undertook 
to  examine  the  possibility  of  arriv- 
ing at  a  uniform  system  for  the 
compilation  of  housing  statistics  to 
enable  countries  to  profit  by  each 
other's  experience. 

To  do  this,  the  office  has  made  use 
of  material  collected  by  the  munici- 
pal authorities  of  many  large  towns. 
Including  Amsterdam  Basle.  Berlin. 
Brussels.  Budapest.  Florence.  Frank- 
fort, The  Hague.  Hamburg.  Lon- 
don. Lyons.  Manchester.  Munich. 
Oslo.  Prague  Stockholm.  Warsaw, 
and  Zurich  Nor  have  Its  Investi- 
gations been  confined  to  municipal 
statistics  alone,  it  has  also  put  undei 
contribution  national  statisticji.  the 
compilation  of  which  has  made  con- 
siderable progress  in  recent  vnrv
